The readinefs with which his Lerdfhip’s-ar- 
my deftroyed all their baggage, at his Lordfhip’s command, on 
a former occafion, leaves no room to doubt, but'they would

Some late accounts from America fay, that the Spanith fqua- 
dron under Don Solane, had‘joined M, de Grafle on the coatt 
of America, and is now with the Count inthe Chefapcak ; 
and, to confirm this account, it is faid, that when the French 
afifted the Spaniards in their expedition againit Penfacola, it 
was under the exprefs condition, that as. fgomas Don Solano 
fhould have completed all his operations in Weft ‘Flerida, he 
fhould join the French Leeward Ifland fleet, and co-operate 
with it, either in the Weft Indies or America, in the reduction 
of any place againft which the French fhould be direéei to 
turn their arms. But the arrival, howeyer, of Don Solano, 
in the Chefapeak, from Penfacola, is certainly a miftake!; and 
the report muft have taken its rife from this circum{tance, that 
there is actually in the Chefapeak, ating with M, de Grafle, a 
fquadron of fhips from Penfacola ; but then this is the French 
f{quadron, which, under the Chevalier de Monteil, affifted the 
Spaniards in the redu@ion of Penfacola, and afterwards failed 
for Cape Francois, where a junétion- was effected with the 
grand fleets under M. de Grate . 

Thofe who may be apprehenfive for the fafety of our gallant 
little army at York Town, have only to recolleé& the attack 
upon Savannah, and the event that followed it.
